By Robert Barry 
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Hoover’s Effort to Pick Gut a Summer Camp for His 
Successors May Turn Out All Right, but History 
Doesn’t Seem to Point to Success 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 


We all know tHe old:-gag about a man.and his wife trying to decide 
where they should go for a vacation; he favoring the' seashore and she 
the mouritairis, and their compromise by going to the mountains. 

President Haover has ventured un an > 


almost. ‘equally hazardous undertaking 
of trying*to pick a vacation spot for 
some one else. There is a lot cf merit 
in his suggestion that his carnp in 
Shenandoah National Park become a 
permanent vacation ground ior Fresi- 
dents who follow him in the White 
House. 

President Coolidge tried the same 
thing for his successors, of whom Mr. 
Hoover is the first. 

Mr. Coolidge picked Mount Weather 
on Bluemont, in Virginia. ile sent a 
special message to Congress urg'ng, it 
as a week-end White House and ned an 
appropriation of $48,000 voted to put 
the place in order. 

Mr. Hoover passed it up as unsuitable 
and the Coolidge project. Was dropped. 

Now, Mr. Hoover is undertaking to 
pick a camp for his successor, as yet 
unidentified. His luck is likely tc be 
just about that of his predecessur. The 
next President may prefer a wathing 
beach or a golf course to a trout stream 
or a bridle path. 

Such observations do not reflect even 
remotely on the personal generosity of 
Mr. Hoover's proposal. He has devel- 
oped the Rapidan camp in the Blue 
Ridge at his own expenge, and before 
‘he shall: have finished lt the way he 
and Mrs. Hoover have planned it he 
will be considerably out of pocket for 
a week-end playground. 

He proposes to deed the whole 1,600 
acres and buildings over to Shenandoah 
National Park, making it a part of the 
park. and. it seéms to me a :najor at- 
traction to the new national play- 
ground. The Shenandoah reservation 
has the virtue of accessibility to the 
Atlantic seaboard and under normal 
conditions ought to be visited by tuou- 
sands of motor tourists during the open 
months, which would be more numer- 
ous in Virginia than in most of the 
national parks in the West. 

Whether Mr. Hoover will prove more 
successful than Mr. Coolidge in pick- 
ing a playground for Presidents re- 
mains for the future. 

However, George -Akerson, the Presi- 
dent’s Secretary, reminds me that is 
something about which we will not 
have to worry until 1937, 

HAND SHAKERS THICK 

“Pneumatic drive” is a newy phrase 
coined around the White House to de- 
scribe the rat-ta-tat-tat of ‘demands 
on the secretarial staff these summer 
touring days by persons desiring to 
shake hands with the President. They 
drill in and drill out all day long. 

Senators and Representatives and 
national committeemen lead groups of 
tourists numbering from six to sixteen 
seeking audience with Mr. Hoover. 
That in spite of the. flat declaration 
at the White House some weeks ago 
that during July and August the. pub- 
lic receptions would be suspended’ in 
order to afford the President some 
measure of relaxation from the ‘strain 


to which he subjected himself dufing’ 


the first three months of his.téerm.._ 

During the period of the Congrés- 
sional recess it was believed ‘that 
Senators and Representatives would be 
back in their home districts and that 
it would be a good time to, suspend 
the public receptions at which the 
Presidential handshaking runs from’ 1,- 
500 to 3,000 on the designated days. 

It seems that many members -of 


Congress did not find conditions any. 


too agreeable at home, At any rate 
many of them are back in town. 
Motor. caravahs. of tourists Visiting 
Eastern ‘cities are passing through 
Washington in numbers to delight i*e 
hotel men who had anticipated €g- 
day ‘business or worse. Some of the 


California or Oregon tag is noted. 

The Middle West supplies the bulk 
of the motor tourists. 

There hag been an intensive drive 
on the White House to modify the rule 
against summmer hand-shaking. 

A Congressman goes to the Executive 
offices with a story running about like 
this: 

“This is Just a small group of twelv-. 
They have come a long ways. They 
are important constituents of mine and 
all of them were for Hoover in the 
campaign. It would only take a 
minute or two. It would mean no 
hardship to the President but would 
mean a lot to me.” 

An average of twenty of such re- 
quests is made daily. To make excep: 
tions would invite others. Thus tar the 
White House has stood pat. Common 
sense would appear to indicate that 
any other course would be fatal to any 
relaxation for the President. Common 
sense does not seem to appeal to the 
disappointed Congressmen who are 
grouching in 1 ir offices. 

The President undoubtedly wiil sur- 
vive that in the end.
